As the facts of it so eloquently 
testify, it was an open convention. 
It was amusing that some of the 
Republican-minded commentators 
and writers were critical of this. 
*‘The convention is like a rudder- 
less ship,’’ they said, in stentorian 
manner, ‘‘while the one man who 
can give it direction is silent in 
Washington.”’ 

The truth is they were angry, 
and felt deprived of an opportu- 
nity for smugly righteous indig- 
nation, because Mr. Truman was 
not present and dictating choices. 
Then they could have beaten their 
breasts until they boomed like 
those of one of Tarzan’s gorillas 
and complained of boss-ism. So, 
when Mr. Truman really gave 
them a directionless convention 
they felt cheated. 

The ticket selected is an excel- 
lent one. When we look at our 
political system, including the 
folklore ritual of conventions, we 
can see how awkward and anti- 
quated some aspects of our sys- 
tem are. We can appreciate the 
need for revision and streamlin- 
ing. 

But, when we have done with 
the criticism, we cannot but fail 
to take confidence from the fact 
that our system, which at times 
seems too creaky, out of date and 
inefficient, has, in a time of great 
national and world emergency, 
produced for us four good men 
as rival candidates. The nation 
cannot lose no matter who is 
elected. All this speaks well for 
the vitality of the two-party sys- 
tem, and as Americans we should 
all feel grateful and face the fu- 
ture with more confidence. 


Iron-Heads 


All of which brings me to the 
iron-heads, who, like the weather, 
are always with us. 

One may ask solemnly, in the 
name of God and the nation, 
what do the iron-heads want? In 
the South the iron-heads grumble 
they are not happy with the plat- 
form because it is ‘‘too liberal,” 
and they are not too satisfied with 
the ticket. It isn’t exactly what 
they wanted. In the North, the 
jiron-heads complain because a 
Southerner is one of the nominees. 
They don’t like the platform be- 
cause it is not liberal enough. 
They aren’t sure they can sup- 
port the nominees. And in the 
South a few political iron-heads 
. are talking of bolting and naming 
a “‘Democrats for Eisenhower’ 
ticket. None can say this is any- 
thing but an immature and child- 
ishly petty attitude. Do they 
think, North or South, that peo- 
ple, in conscience, refuse to play 
ball if they don’t get everything 
just as they want it? 

The reason why the Anglo- 
Saxon peoples have dominated 
modern civilizations has been 
their ability to set up govern- 
ments based on compromise. They 
realized that when two strongly 
opposing issues met head-on there 
had to be compromise, with prog- 
ress for both, or a stoppage. 

The Southerners and Northern- 
ers who can’t support the two-party 
tickets and stand on one of the 
two platforms are adopting an un- 
American position, in that it re- 
fuses compromise. In that sense 
it is as subversive as the Com- 
munists—who won’t compromise 
either. This is no time for politi- 
cal iron-heads. It is a time for 
full, two-party participation. 


British Arms 


LONDON, July 29 (#—Britain 
will sell more than 44 million 
pounds ($123,200.00) worth of arms 
to the United States and other 
allies to earn critically needed 
dollars, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer R. A. Butler said today. 
At the same time Butler hinted 
in a House of Commons speech that 
the government may be forced to 
stretch out or cut back its present 
13 billion dollar, four-year domes- 
tic rearmament program to help 
boost the nation’s lagging drive to 
export goods.

The U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture Tuesday placed a quaran- 
tine on 225 hogs in Fulton County 


as a result of the discovery of a 
swine disease called vesicular ex- 


anthema among them.

He said the 225 head of diseased 
hogs were found in a rail: shipment 
from outside the state and that 
there is no evidence of the occur- 
rence of the disease within the 
state. 


Pointing out that the railroad 


yard area where the diseased hogs 


are being held is quarantined for 
all purposes, Dr. Clower said the 


movement of hogs to and from 


Georgia points is otherwise unaf- 


fected by the order. 


He said, however, that the state 
has placed an embargo on the 
shipment of hogs from out of state 


during the quarantine period. 


Dr. C. J. Michael, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture veterinarian 
here, said the federal quarantine 


prohibits movement of hogs from 


quarantine area to other states ex- 
cept to those authorized agencies 
which have facilities to destroy the 


disease virus. 


Vesicular exanthema is similar 
to foot-and-mouth disease but it 


does not affect cattle and sheep. 
Until recently it had been restrict- 


ed to Californa. Tuesday’s Depart- 


ment of Agriculture order, how- 
ever, said the disease had made 
its appearance in 15 other states.

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Georgia Education 


Receives a Boost 


The Rockefeller Foundation has 
made grants totaling $640,000 to four 
Georgia educational institutions to fur- 
ther research and development of higher 
education in this state. The awards, 
made for specific projects, were among 
$10,000,000 in such grants for the na- 
tfon as a whole. They will aid ma- 
terially in the effort to place Georgia in- 
Stitutions on an equal footing with the 
best in the land. 


The University of Georgia gets $400,- 
000 for developing its graduate program. 
Of this amount, $250,000 will be used 
for development of a graduate section 
in the Department of Art. 

Few of us realize that at Athens in 
the last few years there has been grow- 
ing one of the nation’s finest centers for 
education in art. Certainly such a cen- 
ter is badly needed in the Southeast to 
contribute to our cultural development, 
which must go hand in hand with our 
economic progress if we are to build a 
happy life for our citizens. 

Another $150,000 of the amount goes 
to the Graduate School of the College 
of Arts and Sciences. This allocation, 
too, will be put to good use. Long rec- 
ognized is the fact that one of the weak- 
nesses of Southern education is the lack 
of opportunities afforded for research 
and for work beyond the four-year 
college level. There is a growing de- 
mand for higher skills and for philo- 
sophical interpretation of Southern 
problems than can best be provided by 
our own schools, provided facilities are 
available for such study. 

The Southern Education Foundation, 
Inc., and the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools, re- 
gional educational institutions in At- 
lanta, were granted $195,000 for work 
in Negro education. Certainly this 
grant can be used to advantage. It will 
be used chiefly in a training program 
for Negro school principals in 12 South- 
eastern states. This should materially 
increase the professional skill of those 
who will be in charge of the expanding 
educational opportunities for Negro 
citizens. 

Although the amounts may seem 
small in comparison with the need, 
these grants will augment greatly the 
funds and facilities already in use for 
these purposes. 


Recently Emory University was 
granted $7,000,000 for expanding its 
graduate school in Atlanta. This and 
the grants to the University of Georgia 
recognize the definite need for improv- 
ing higher educational facilities in this 
state to meet the demands of a grow- 
ing economy and a more enlightened 
citizenry.

39 Years With FBI

his 35th year of service with the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation. 

After entering the Department of 
Justice in 1917, Mr. Hoover became di- 
rector of the FBI in 1924. Through Re- 
publican and Democratic administra- 
tions since, he has performed his duties 
impartially, honorably, and in such a 
manner as to earn for himself and for 
the bureau the respect of all American 
citizens. 

The services he has. performed for 
the nation are beyond numbering. The 
manner of those services deserves the 
highest commendation. There have been 
no hints of scandal, corruption, or mis- 
management in the bureau, although 
some other Justice department units 
have brought down the wrath of Con- 
gress and the nation upon their heads. 

There are no living American citi- 
zens who have not benefited in some 
way from the efforts of J. Edgar Hoover 
and the FBI. On his completion of 35 
years of valuable service, we hail him 
and thank him and hope that his serv- 
ices will be continued into the indefi- 
nite future.

Public Is Bound 
To Force Changes 


WASHINGTON—It is risky to forecast the 
end of old, established American institutions. 

But it seems safe to predict that we have 
perhaps seen the last of national political 
conventions in the long-accepted, traditional 
manner such as took place here in Chicago, 
Republican and Democrat, earlier this 
month. Certain reforms and changes in the 
manner of their staging appear inevitable. 


As a matter of fact,-one was made this 

year, Telatively minor but illustrative. That 

orev was in the old faithful— 

the ‘“‘demonstrations”’ that 

are set off spouting when 

the various ‘‘men who’”’ 

are placed in nomination 

.@. for the presidency. Ev- 

co @ erybody who has attend-

come. In recent years, to 

the ridiculous extreme, 

“demonstrators” have 

been hired on the hoof by the hour: to carry 

a banner proclaiming that good old Joe 

Zilch is the answer to all the nation’s prob- 

lems and combines the virtues of George 

Washington, Thomas Jefferson, Abraham 
Lincoin, and what-have-you. 

Republicans followed the usual custom. 
It turned out that so much manufactured 
madness became very dull over the tele- 
vision in a very few minutes and when it 
goes on, hour after hour, why, you had bet- 
ter be spending your time doing something 
else. 

So the Democrats limited the time of such 
synthetic outpourings of political zeal to 20 
minutes to each candidate—which is still 
far too long—and confined participants to 
delegates themselves, or tried to, without 
benefit of paid ‘‘ringers.”’ 

In the old days, such accoutrements of 
national conventions didn’t matter too much, 
except to people who had to be in the con- 
vention hall. Newspapers would dismiss 
them with a few words, religiously clocking 
the time of the demonstrations, and you 
could turn off the radio when the din got 
wearisome. 

Television is bound to force changes. 

It operates in two directions. In the first 
place, it has taught the politicians, nega- 
tively, that the clown and the clowning must 
be stopped. In the second place, positively, 
politicians have learned what a useful me- 
dium it can be in putting over a good case 
for themselves or their party, and how dan- 
gerous it can be for a case without merit. 

It is generally agreed that the television 
showing of the Texas and Louisiana stories 
in the Republican convention—the revelation 
of the ‘‘rotten boroughs” in the Republican 
Party in the South—should have an effect 
in eradicating them and thus help to create 
a sound and democratic Republicah Party 
in the South. That dramatization also was a 
factor certainly in the nomination of Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower whose supporters 
were the victims of the tricks, intimidation 
and strange devices that restricted their 
freedom as citizens and voters. It should be 
a warning to anybody who attempts such 
practices in the future. 

Similarly, at the Democratic convention, 
the story of how some Dixiecrat leaders pro- 
posed to disfranchise many Democrats by 


‘keeping the names of-the nominees of the 


Chicago convention off the ballot in Novem- 
ber was reinforced when seen on television 
screens. That should help to kill off that 
plot against the free ballot. 

Those were public services of inestimable 
value at both conventions.

Democrats Follow 


Example of GOP 


WASHINGTON—Gov. Adlai Stevenson’s 
nomination by the Democrats follows the 
same pattern as the earlier selection by the 
Republicans of Gen. Dwight Eisenhower as 
their presidential candidate. In both cases 
the two major parties put their strongest 
man forward for the election battle that lies 
ahead. 

Looking back on events preceding the 
Democratic National Convention, it is now 
possible to see with gretater clarity where 

the nomination of the 

Illinois governor was all 

but inevitable from the 

start. The only element 

of uncertainty that tended 

to cloud the outcome was 

the question of his avail- 

ability. Almost until the 

very end he continued to 

hold himself aloof in a 

way to raise doubts over 

his willingness to accept. 

: But although he _ per- 

sistently refused to become an active candi- 

date, it never Was possible to build any 

tenable thesis on the idea that he would not 

be willing to accept the nomination, if it 
came his way. 

The Democrats, it had seemed, were 
bound to nominate Governor Stevenson for 
the simple reason that he was admittedly 
the strongest man the party had to offer. 
Georgia’s Sen. Richard B. Russell and Ten- 
nessee’s Sen. Estes Kefauver, along with 
many of the other leading avowed contend- 
ers, were all good and able men, but each 
of them had some peculiar liability that 
tended to rule him out from the standpoint 
of practical politics. 

The Illinois governor had none of these 
liabilities. Moreover, he had the advantage 
of coming from one of the great pivotal 
states of the Union, and this is an asset 
that counts heavily in selecting a candidate 
for president. 

From the moment Mr. Stevenson was 
elected governor of Illinois four years ago 
by the greatest majority in the state’s his- 
tory, he loomed as a powerful potential 
contender for the party presidential prize. 

There were other considerations, to be 
sure, but the controlling factor was the big 
pivotal state from which the successful 
candidate came. 

In a different way the same-principle ap- 
plied to the nomination of General Ejisen- 
hower. He was able to defeat Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft for the reason that party heads 


regarded him as a stronger candidate. He 


offered more prospects of being a winner 
than Taft. A political party thinks more in 
terms of winning than anything else.

To Greatness Like Old-Time Chicago 


SAO PAULO, Brazil—Chicago must have 
been like this town in the old days when 
Carl Sandburg was wfiting of the ‘City of 


the Big Shoulders . . . Hog Butcher... 
Stacker of Wheat.’’ There is a spirit of life 
here of a belief that today is only a portal 
through which its people : 
shall pass to a brighter 
tomorrow. 
There is no worship of 
old things, though Sao 
Paulo is old. Nothing sur- 
vives the drive to build, 
the urge to send more 
towering monuments to 
the sky. There is a surge 
here, a frenzied climb to 
greatness — greatness in 
population, greatness in 
more magnificent buildings, greatness in the 
acquiring of vaster wealth, that no Ameri- 
can city to my knowledge possesses. 


The Paulista looks down his nose at the 
quieter parts of Brazil. He takes pride in 
the fact that he is different, and that his 
city is different. A dozen times in other 
places I have had men from Sao Paulo tell 
me, “I am Paulista.’’ The urge to convey to 
a stranger that he is not like the common 
breed of men is similar to the urge of a 
Texan to tell you where he’s from. 

The Paulista takes pride in the fact that 
he comes from the roughest and toughest 
of all the rough, tough elements that settled 
Brazil. He honors his bandereinte grand- 
sires—though to my mind the bandereinte 
was as rude and cruel a man as ever lived 
upon the earth. Wearing tight leather 
breeches and a tall beaver hat, he forced 
his way from one end of Brazil to the other, 
hunting gold, and catching Indians, whom 
he enslaved. The adventurous spirit which 
drove him to explore is reflected in his 
descendants’ urge to build. 


The American, proud of his country’s me- 
chanical skill, is apt to hold in light esteem 
the ability of other people to make things 
that work. The Brazilian can make anything 
work efficiently but his government. He is 
a master technician when dealing with in- 
animate things. The hotel room in which 
I write is in some respects as well done as 
a room at the Waldorf. Yet everything in 
it—the rugs, the furniture, the sheets and the 
blankets on the bed (and two blankets feel 
good when it’s July in Sao Paulo) are all 
made in Brazil—even the telephone on the 
bed tables and the pictures on the walls are 
painted by Brazilian artists. 

Yet, for all their genius at getting things 
done, they show a most magnificent casual- 
ness about small details. , This is a well-run 
hotel, as Brazilian hotels go. There is a little 
electric gadget beside my bed and I know 
that if I push one of the two buttons on it 
within a matter of seconds a waiter, or a 
housemaid, will knock on my door. But I 
know, too, that whatever I may choose to 
order may not arrive for an hour. 

The laundry here does as beautiful a job 
on a shirt as any laundry in the world—but 
you never know when your shirt goes out 
whether or not it’s coming back again. They 
lost my laundry a week ago and, though 
the clerk each morning assures me “I have 
mobilized all of the staff to make the 
search,” they haven’t found it yet. They 
probably won’t ever find it. It is such a 
common practice for desk help to swipe the 
stamps off letters that Americans in busi- 
ness here use postage meters, and so do 
most of the hotels where Americans stay. A 
Brazilian postman, when his feet get tired, 
may stuff his letters down a sewer and go 
home. Subscribing to a magazine—a state- 
side magazine, that is—is foolhardy. The 
postal clerks enhance their income by swip- 
ing them and selling them to the news- 


stands.

WASHINGTON, July 29—Over- 
throw of the United States Govern- 
ment by force and violence and 
not by peaceful methods is now 
Premier Stalin’s key to Commu- 
nist ascendancy in this country, a 
Federal Bureau of Investigation re- 
port released today declared. 


The report was issued by Sen. 
Pat McCarran (Dem., Nev.) as 
chairman of the Senate internal 
security subcommittee. McCarran 
said that he had persuaded the 
FBI to make the report available 
because ‘“‘there have been some 
persons who tried to tell us the 
Communists were not dangerous; 
that they had no plans for an 
armed revolution in this country.”’ 

The report, described by J. Ed- 
gar Hoover, FBI director, as a 
‘“‘monograph baséd primarily on 
the writings of Communist lead- 
ers’’ was compiled by the FBI and 
until now has been classified as 
confidential material.
